“One man had some witnesses in the police 
car and was in the process of taking statements 
from them, when he got a call to attend a fire. He 
had to leave the witnesses at the scene and go to 
the fire. 

“Another very prevalent aspect of the current 
operation of this department is that the members 
are not free to leave the municipality or to pursue 
a matter of investigation on account of the possible 
need for their attendance and for the vehicle at a 
fire. 

“Members on patrol will mark vehicles parked 
In a time limit zone and then have to report for 
fire drill. The drill extends beyond the time limit 
set for the parked vehicles and the men do not get 
back to check such vehicles when they should. 

“Firefighting and fire prevention training suf¬ 
fers as there is insufficient time devoted to this 
requirement. 

“A patrol vehicle will arrive at the scene of 
the fire ahead of the fire truck and the members 
are expected to take action in fighting the fire 
when they are inadequately equipped to properly 
attend to such duty.

“It soon become apparent that the morale of 
this department is at a low level and that the cause 
is internal and can be traced mainly to certain per¬ 
sonnel and personalities. 

"All members were asked to be frank and to ex¬ 
press themselves freely. I am satisfied that this was 
done." - 

The section on efficiency says, “Over-all, there 
Is burning desire on the part of the members to be 
considered a sophisticated police force, and by the 
same token, a competent fire-fighting force, and 
to gain in prestige and be considered on a par with 
the other police forces In the area, not just a group 
of so-called poor country cousins and more or less 
outsiders." 

Supt, Macdonetl says: “The separation of po¬ 
lice and fire departments, 1 would say, is inevitable. 
All of the comments to which I listened indicate 
that, under the present arrangement, peak efficiency 
In each field Is not achieved.” 

He cites cases “where police work suffered on 
account of required attendance at fires when ac¬ 
tively engaged in policing duties.” 


The long-secret Macdonell report into the op¬ 
eration of Esquimau’s police force strongly urges 
separation of police and fire departments, finds 
quarters, equipment and training seriously inade¬ 
quate, and recommends major changes in personnel.

The young girt died from 20 stab wounds 
near Swan Lake on a spot that is now over¬ 
looked by the Saanich police station. 

Her murderer has never been captured. 
One man was charged but was acquitted. 

Saanich police have never closed the file 
on the case of the murdered seamstress and 
have reactivated it several times.

Police-Fire Split Inevitable , Says Report

Liquidation Club which was founded on Dee. 3, 1919, with the 
avowed intention of putting the Bolsheviks out of business. 
They were quite serious about M, but M was a bit of a lark, 
too. 

Theirs was an unofficial group, but the members—re¬ 
cruited from the British Secret Intelligence—were all on the 
payroll of His Majesty's Government.

Last week the club met again for the first time since 
1920. They drank to absent friends including Sidney Reilly, 
the master spy of the First World War, who engineered the 
ZinOViev letter, and Sir Robert Bruce Lockhart—Reilly's col¬ 
league throughout the Russian revolution. 

* * * 

Sir Robert's eon, Robin Bruce Lockhart, convened the 
meeting. He tells the story of the Bolo men for the first time 
In his book about Reilly, Ace of Spies, just published in 
Britain. 

It was a very dubbahle group. Major Alley, who got 
them together In the first place, chose the Cafe Royal as their 
clubhouse. He hired a private room, got $14 from each mem¬ 
ber and ordered the inaugural lunch of ham omelette, sole, 
roast pheasant (with claret to drink), and apple tart. 

So that tiie gathering would not be conspicuous, members 
of the club were told to stop their taxis two or three blocks 
■ w «y from the restaurant, and walk the rest of the way. 

Major Alley says that everyone in British espionage 
knew his opposite number on the other side by sight, and 
vice-versa. But everyone behaved very well. "I mean, we 
could meet here without expecting to find a bomb under the 
chair.”

Sputtering Appeal Drive 
Extended Into November 


With the United Red Feather-Red Cross 
Appeal still less than two-thirds of its way to 
the 3600,000 goal, campaign officials decided 
Monday to extend the drive Into November. 

Monday, audited figures showed 
a total of 3366,093 turned In by both business 
and residential canvassers, 61 per cent of the 
objective.

He said that, although a large number of 
corporations, firms and executives have really 
backed the campaign, many executives have 
not seen fit to Increase either their own dona¬ 


tions, or those of their firms, to meet the nec¬ 
essary one-third Increase this year chargeable 
to the Inclusion of the Red Cross and addi¬ 
tional agencies. 

"Where we had expected to make our 
largest gains, to the corporation divisions,” 
Mr. Auchinleck said, "a $20,000 shortfall is 
presently indicated. Steps are being taken to 
rectify this, however, it does drive home the 
fact that all divisions must ge< their results in 
so that we can determine where we stand.” 

He said that any shortfall in the business 
division will inevitably place a heavier burden 
on the residential canvass. 

“While the latter is shaping up very well, 
canvassers are urged to make sure that every 
home Is called on and every resident given the 
opportunity to make a contribution."

Aid for Disturbed Grows 


By BILL 8TAVDAL 

Treating disturbed children 
as people rather than prob¬ 
lems Is the philosophy of Dr. 
Charles Gregory and Andrew 
Mikita, men who are making 
an increasing Impact on 
Greater Victoria. 

Healers and educators, their 
Ideas have been percolating 
through the cotnimmtty since 
they teamed a year ago to 
establish the Island Child 
Development and Research 
Centre to an old farm house 
gt 5575 West Saanich Road. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Island Centre house* a 
dozen emotionally upset chil¬ 
dren who have either rejected 
society or have been rejected. 
Teaching them to cope with 
the world is the task of Dr. 
Gregory, a psychiatrist, and 
Mr. Mikita, a clinical psy¬ 
chologist. 

Their activities are enlarg¬ 
ing all the time. Two more 
treatment centres are being 
planned for opening before 
New Year somewhere fa* the 
suburbs. ("We need big old 
bouses, money and a summer 
camp,” says Dr. Gregory 
hopefully.) 

★ * ★ 

Dr. Gregory and Mr. Mikita 
are now offering • new 
diagnostic service for children 
to the Island Centre's school 
at 1715' Rockland Avenue. 
With no publicity up till now 
they are already busy with 
referrals. 

Both men are prime movers 
behind Craigdarroch School, ai 
year-old progressive primary 
school where children learn 
about the world betides read¬ 
ing and counting. 


Two Doctors Make Big Impact 


Mr. Mikita Is the director of 
Craigdarroch School and Dr. 
Gregory is on the board of 
directors. 

On top of ail this, the two 
find time to write and lecture 
about their ideas of public 
education is, and what it 
ought to be. 

Their latest Joint project la 
sponsorship of the Island 
premiere of Warrendale, a 
feature-length, award-winning 
film made to a children's 
treatment centre near 
Toronto.

' Dr. Gregory, trained In 
England and a former re¬ 
searcher at the University of 
Toronto, was director of Vic¬ 
toria’s provtoelal mental 
health centre for four years. 
He resigned to the fall of 1966. 

Today he says he had 
became increasingly dissatis¬ 
fied with the compartmentali- 
z&tlon of treatment he saw 
going on. 

* ★ ★ 

Each agency which deals 
with a child sees him as & 
problem according to Its own 
terms of reference, Dr. 
G re gory charges. Welfare, 
^mental health, publle health 
r ibd police departments each 


have their own way of hand¬ 
ling a child, without reference 
to others. 

Recently he wrote in the 
B.C. Parent-Teacher maga¬ 
zine: 

“From experience I can tell 
you that trying to get differ¬ 
ent depaiftnents to talk on 
one another, let alone relin¬ 
quish any of their closely- 
guarded areas of resposlbility. 
Is like trying to dean a 
■hopping plaza with a tooth¬ 
brush." 

★ * * 

So a year ago Dr. Gregory 
left government servlcs. He 
teamed u p with Andrew 
Mikita, a youthful 41-year-old 
psychologist who had spent 
seven years with the munici¬ 
pal mental health service in 
West Vancouver. 

Andy, as almost everyone 
calls him, had previously been 
senior psychologist for the 
Child Health Service in Palo 
Alto, Calif. 

★ * * 

The Island Centre which 
they opened on West Saanich 
Road may be toe first of its 
kind to Canada, and is 
certainly toe first to Western 
Canada. That’s because R 
accepts youngsters with brain 
damage as well as the 
emotionally disturbed. 

The brain-damaged children 
aren’t retarded. They have 
learning and behavior prob¬ 
lems through accidents of 
birth, disease or Injury. 


In the eight-room farm 
house and at their school on 
Rockland Avenue, they have 
the services of a total of 23 
people. The 127 per child per 
day which the department of 
social welfare pays doesn’t 
sustain the operation; It’s 
losing money. 

* * ★ 

Dr. Gregcry says be mort¬ 
gaged Ms Beach Drive home 
to launch the project, and 
hasn't drawn any salary to 
the pest 12 months. 

His refusal to make the 
centre a non-profit society 
instead of a limited company 
means he has no board of 
directors to argue with, but 
also means the centre is 
Ineligible for grants. 

He and Mr. Mikita hope to 
reach toe break-even point 
with tie opening of the two 
■uteunKs. 

"There Is no shortage of 
children needing help," says 
Dr. Gregory. 

★ ★ ★ 

Mr. Mikita says of their 
approach to treatment: 

"We do not look at the child 
as sick, or as a pathological 
specimen. We look at him as 
having varying degrees of 
ability or inability to cope, 
with life's demands." 

Treatment consists not to 
applying remedies, but in 
seeking to help the troubled 
child grow as best as he can. 

Solving a child's emotional 


problems with the Island 
Centre Isn't going to brip him 
If he atm can't manage on tha 
outside, Dr. Gregory says. 

"Of the 12 children at the 
centre, seven have reading 
problems,” the doctor notes. 
"This was one of the ways in 
which they weren't coping. 

"If we were to discharge a 
child like tills without remedy¬ 
ing his reading deficiency, we 
would be derelict in our 
duty.” 

♦ * .* 

That's where the school on 
Rockland Avenue comes In. 

Dealing with the total child, 
tha Island Centre la going to 
breed "a new kind of profes¬ 
sional,'’ Dr. Gregory- predicts. 

"We don't believe we are 
the only people who think this 
way, but we are toe only 
people doing anything about 
it," he asserts. 

Somehow the pair find time 
to broadcast their ideas on 
education, as well as caring 
for troubled youngsters. 

♦ * * 

Dr. Gregory lectures part- 
time at the University of 
Victoria, and last summer 
participated in a conference 
on "child-oriented education." 

Earlier this month Mr. 
Mikita led a day-long work¬ 
shop dealing with pressures 
on children. It was sponsored 
by the newly-formed Island 
branch of toe Association for 
Childhood Education. 

The response to both offer¬ 
ings wag greater than ex¬ 
pected, and the men believe 
their concept of what educa¬ 
tion ought to be is gaining 
public acceptance.

moss-killers, but it will return as surely 
as death taxes unless the under¬ 
lying airless condition is corrected. 

The way to get air down to the roots 
of your grass is to punch h<des in your 
lawn. There are quite a few different 
hand tools and machine gadgets for 
aerating a lawn, and their regular use 
— about once a year ~ is almost as 
important as regular mowing. 


"hen frost comes, the holes leave room 
for sideways -expansion of the frozen 
soil instead of heaving upward, which 
tears the roots apart. 

For soil on tlie heavy side, I don’t 
think there is any satisfactory subsii- 
tdte for a hollow-tined aerator which 
removes a core of soil. On sandy ground, 
though, you can aerate your lawn with 
an ordinary flat-tined digging fork. Push 
the tines straight down to a depth of 
about six inches, wiggle the handle back 
and forth to enlarge the holes, then pull 
it out and repeat the performance six 
inches away, continuing until the hole 
lawn has been pierced.

Like an iceberg in the North 
Atlantic, the important part of your 
lawn isn’t the portion that shows above 
the surface, but the part that’s 
underneath. A grass plant is no better 
than its roots, and the secret of a 
perennially green and pleasant lawn is 
a healthy and vigorous root system. 

Beneath the soil surface there is a 
tangle of roots of varying sizes and 
ages. There, are young roots just 
starting into life, middle-aged roots 
going about their day-to-day duties, 
roots which are “over the hill” and 
have seen better days, and a tangled 
mass of dead roots, the accumulation of 
years. These dead roots gradually form 
what is known to professional green- 
keepers as “thatch." as impermeable to 
air and water as the straw roof of an 
English cottage.

.The commerical firms who service 
lawns on a fee basis use a motor- 
driven machine that looks like a lawn 
roller studded with spikes. For hand 
use, there are hollow-tined aerating 
fork* which you push down with your 
toot — West Point and Sisis are two 
well-known makes; these make clean- 
cut holes, removing the solid core of 
soil.' A. Calgary-made gadget connects to 
the garden hose and uses water 
pressure to drill holes in the sod. 


On heavy soil, the digging fork has 
one rather serious disadvantage over 
the hollow-tined implement; wiggling It 
to enlarge the holes compacts the walls 
of the holes too much, for compacted 
soil is one of the things we are trying to 
combat by aeration. 

The Calgary-made Root-Aider makes 
a nice clean hole without compacting 
the walls; moreover, it comes equipped 
with a gadget called a Hozon whereby 
cither fertilizer or air bubbles can be 
mixed with the injected water. The 
disadvantage is that it makes only one 
single hole at a time — a long and 
tedious operation on any except tlie 
smallest lawns. 


Living grass roots require ai*’ In 
order to thrive. Dead grass roots — 
thatch—shut out air. Moreover, the dead 
grass roots don’t rot down and decay as 
they should through lack of air for the 
oxidation process, so we have • self- 
perpetuating condition in which our 
lawn goes steadily downhill. The grass 
becomes thin and patchy, and thf lack 
of air encourages the invasion of moss. 
Moss can be killed with proprietory 


It is a long and tedious job going 
over a big lawn with any of these hand 
instruments, but the improvement In 
the health of the grass has to be seen to 
be believed. Air enters freely, moss 
disappears, water gets right down to 
the roots'instead of lying in puddles, 
drowning the grass. The lawn stays 
greener through dry spells, root action 
is more vigorous through aeration, and

• Policemen playing politics. 

• Serious morale and personality problems. 

• Lack of records, and a “haphazard" filing 
system. 

• Cpl. Frank Bell ‘just about the best police¬ 
man of the department,” and deseiving of grooming 
for the position of chief constable. 

To date this report has not been submitted to 
members of Esquimau council. The report was pre¬ 
sented to the board of police commissioners on May 
10,1066.

C. B. Macdonell says: "I have interviewed e» 
and every member of the department most pai>w 
takingly. 


same token, a competent fire-fighting force, and 
to gain in prestige and be considered on a par with 
the other police forces in the area, not just a group 
of so-called poor country cousins and more or less 
outsiders."

He cites cases “where police work suffered on 
account of required attendance at fires when ac¬ 
tively engaged in policing duties.” 


“Members on patrol will mark vehicles parked 
in a time limit zone and then have to report for 
fire drill. The drill extends beyond the time limit 
set for the parked vehicles and the men do not get 
back to check such vehicles when they should. 

“Firefighting and fire prevention training suf¬ 
fers as tiiere is insufficient time devoted to this 
requirement. 

"A patrol vehicle will arrive at the scene of 
the fire a (mad of the fire truck and the members 
are expected to take action in fighting the fire 
when they are inadequately equipped to properly 
attend to such.dnty.

“One man had some witnesses In the police 
car and was in the process of taking statements 
from them, when he got a call to attend a fire. He 
had to leave the witnesses at the scene and go to 
the file. 


“It soon become apparent that the morale of 
this department is at a low level and that the cause 
is internal and can be traced mainly to certain per¬ 
sonnel and personalities. 

"All members were asked to be frank and to ex¬ 
press themselves freely. I am satisfied that this was 
done.” 


The long-secret Macdonell report into the op¬ 
eration of Esquimau’s police force strongly urges 
separation of police and fire departments, finds 
quarters, equipment and training seriously inade¬ 
quate, and recommends major changes m personnel. 

The report on conditions as of May, 1966, also 
found: 


“Another very prevalent aspect of the current 
operation of this department is that the members 
are net free to leave the municipality or to pursue 
a matter of investigation on account of the possible 
need for their attendance and for the vehicle at a 
fire. 

“Members on patrol will mark vehicles parked 
in a time limit zone and then have to report for 
fire drill. The drill extends beyond the time limit 
set for the parked vehicles and the men do not get 
back to check such vehicles when they should. 

“Firefighting and fire prevention training suf¬ 
fer* a* there is insufficient time devoted to this 
requirement. 

“A patrol vehicle will arrive at the scene of 
the Are ahead of the fire truck and the members 
are expected to take action in fighting the fire 
when tney are' inadequately equipped to properly 
attend to such duty.

the other police forces In the area, not just a group 
of so-called poor country cousins and more or less 
outsiders.” 

Supt. Macdonell says: "The separation of po¬ 
lice and fire departments, I would say, is inevitable. 
All of the comments to which I listened indicate 
that; under the present arrangement, peak efficiency 
In each field Is not achieved." 

He cites cases “where police work suffered on 
account of required attendance at fires when ac¬ 
tively engaged in policing duties.”
